ken part in oleo legislation which 
ses back over fifty years, is that if 
Jeo would be sold as such and would 
ake some color that isn’t properly 
gsociated with butter, the dairy in- 
dustry itself would go along with the 
jeo group in asking that ali taxes 
ud licensing measures be taken off, 
save the 1/4 cent for administrative 
purposes, If they would color it 
red, white and blue, or green, or 
apple butter color, or any other color, 
save that property belonging to but- 
ter, So that it would be impossible to 
distinguish it for anything else but 
deo, the dairymen would go along 
vith them, but experience shows 
that once permitted to color it yel- 
low, within no time you will find on 
grocers’ shelves oleo sold as butter, 
and with the present Pure Food Law 
license to add diacetyl and manufac- 
luring processes, which makes oleo 


look like, smell like and taste like 
butter, the present laws are abso- 
lutely essential for the protection 


hot only of the dairy industry but of 
the consumer as well as the dairy- 
men. In fact, if the consuming pub- 
lie appreciated the oleo problem, they 
themselves would be just as much, 
ifnot more, interested in the present 
Ws remaining on the statute books 
a is the dairy industry.

dairy industry is. 

We are looking for two men to 
contact editors and publishers of 
leading journals of national circula- 
tion, and we are having to do it be- 
cause again — until we can secure 
color legislation or acquiescence by 
the oleo industry to adopt some spe- 
cific color for oleo, other than that 
of butter, we must continue our ef- 
forts, and when they do adopt a spe- 
cific color, there will be no objection 
from the dairy industry. It is entire- 
ly misinformation and lack of under- 
standing, and that lack of under- 
standing is fostered by the oleo group 
themselves more than by any other 
group in America. 


There are nineteen 
the oleomargarine industry whom 
you can get around the table and 
raise a million dollars or two million 
dollars or three million dollars just 
like that. If they can succeed in the 
repeal of the present control legisla- 
tion, without any question that will 
raise the price of oleo 5 cents a 
pound, and that will mean $50,- 
000,000, so $4,000,000 a year is a 
pretty good investment for that in- 
dustry. One penny up or down in 
the price of butter in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin alone, just one penny, 
means about $8,000,000fi and to the

nation over $44,000,000—just one 
penny. 
That is where we have been so 


terribly short-sighted as an industry 
that we haven't been able to get to- 
gether and tell the consuming public 
our story as the other groups have 
told theirs, and I hope we don’t stoop 
to some of the practices they have 
employed when we get ready to tell 
that story. We are trying to get 
ready through the ADA, the Ameri 
can Dairy Association. Thirty-eight 
states are contributing this year, and 
we hope to raise $1,000,000. Par- 
don me for saying “we” but this 
movement started in Minnesota and 
we had some little part in the organ- 
ization. All of this furor and this 
resentment springs from well- 
thought-out propaganda by the oleo 
industry and we have to do some- 
thing as an industry to counteract 
it. I quite agree with your thought 
but I could not help exploding to 
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W. S. MOSCRIP 


this extent at least because we are 
in it all the while in our organiza- 
tion and in Minnesota. 


Mr. Horn: I think the public is 
grossly misinformed, and based on 
that misinformation the hostility is 
grinding toward us which we do not 
deserve. That is the reason I wrote 
the letter. 

President Moscrip: I requested to 
be permitted a few moments today 
and I hesitated to trespass upon your 
time, but I think it is very important 
and this is just part of it. What I 
am talking about isn’t going to cost 
us any appropriation. This ADA isa 
producers’ program entirely and 
should be just as the National Dairy 
Council very largely is. We talked 
yesterday at some length and very 
properly, and I am in entire accord 
with the promotion of our export 
trade, foreign trade, but the answer 
to our continued prosperity does not 
lie in South America. It does not lie 
anywhere but right squarely here in 
these United States of ours. There 
is where we as breeders of black 
and white cattle are concerned in all 
of these programs that are put for- 
ward in the ADA and in the National 
Dairy Council in legislation. 

I was very happy to see the two 
paragraphs in your report, Mr. 
Craig, dealing with just exactly the 
subject that we are now talking 
about, because unless in this post- 
war period we do present our in- 
dustry property to the public, we 
are going to see our values just plum- 
met downward. There isn’t any ques- 
tion about it that when prices of 
dairy products go down, mark your 
cattle down in like degree. There is 
no question about that. 

We are facing a situation in dried 
solids, for instance. Prewar we had

Classification in Idaho and Utah 


From May 8, when Inspector S. B. 
Hall and [ left Portland until we 
completed the classification schedule 
in Ogden, Utah, there yas never a 
full moment. We traveled 2,600 miles 
through the scenic mountains and 
fertile valleys of Idaho, on down to 
the Holstein studded valleys of Utah, 
inspecting 441 head of cattle and en- 
joyed every minute of the trip. 

It takes a man with a rugged con- 
stitution to travel that distance and 
keep his sights right. S. B. proved 
more than equal to the task. In 
fact, we had to hold him down. He 
often started strolling off across pas- 
tures to look at a group of heifers 
in the back forty. 

Our first herd was at the Univer- 
sity of Idaho, on May 9. G. C. Ander- 
son, Extension Dairyman in Idaho, 
met us at Moscow and worked with 
us throughout our trip. Andy did 
much in planning our Idaho sched- 
ule and in keeping us on the beam. 

The University, qualifying six 
times for the Progressive Breeders’ 
Registry, started on a constructive 
program with their Holstein herd 
this spring. They plan to classify 
their entire herd each year. By 
this means Dr. D. R. Theophilus 
hopes to gain some information that 
will be valuable not only to the Uni- 
versity, but to the Holstein breeders 
of Idaho as well. Mr. Hall rated the 
entire herd of 29 head with a tally 
of 6 VG, 8 GP, and 15 G. Dr. G. C. 
Holm, who is in charge of the heaelth 


of the herd, had a complete health 
record of each animal — the best rec- 
ords this fieldman has ever seen. 


With the exception of some tire 
trouble, the trip from Moscow to 
the Boise Valley was most interest- 
ing. If after the war you are look- 
ing for a scenic drive, I’d suggest 
you consider this trip. At Lewiston 
we dropped from an elevation of 
about 2600 to 600 feet in eight miles. 
There were two other such passes 
to negotiate on the drive. 


We began to classify at 1:00 p. m., 
the next day at the farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. George L. Burri at Nampa. 
These folks have developed a fine 
herd of Holsteins. The interesting 
fact here is that their entire herd 
of 22 purebreds are descendants of 
one old foundation cow, Lady Fobes 
Lottie Korndyke 1438442. Born May 
7, 1930, she is the only purebred fe- 
male the Burri’s have ever purchased. 
The herd scored 1 VG, 7 GP, 13 G, 
and 1 F, with a large part of the 
herd being calf heifers. Here, too, 
we saw a new milking parlor that is 
a honey. In addition to Holsteins, 
the Burri’s do a flourishing tomato 
plant business. 


We went then to J. R. Beresford’s, 
where Mr. Hall rated the 5 head that 
are to be the foundation of their new 
herd. They rated 4 GP and 1 G. 
There is no doubt but that J. R. 
will build a real herd again with 
this fine start. 


Bonnie Brae Farm was our next 
stop. Here, Mrs. Ethel McFarland 
and her son, Gerald (Jerry), are 
building a very good producing herd, 
Carnation Governor Spofford 754863 
(GP) has 26 producing daughters in 
the herd and there are several more 
heifers yet to freshen. Every daugh- 
ter is a producer, improving as they 
mature. This was evident when Mr. 
Hall raised several of the animals 
that had been rated previously as 
first and second calf heifers. The 
rating here was 5 VG, 14 GP, and 
8 G. 

The Boise Valley breeders were 
guests that evening of Mr. and Mrs. 
Aloys Schuler where §., B. Hall enter- 
tained us with a very interesting talk 
on his trip to Argentina and South 
America. 

May 11 found us in Gooding Coun- 
ty. After a short stop at State Presi- 
dent V. W. Carson’s farm, Inspector 
Hall classified the herd of Clarence 
Wells with 2 VG, 4 GP and 8 G. Clar- 
ence is building a type herd and 
gives promise of becoming one of 
the leading breeders in Idaho. 

The Deaf and Blind School was 
next on our busy schedule. They had 
4 GP, 9 G, and 1 F. The school is 
doing a remarkable educational job 
under the direction of Superintendent 
Burton W. Driggs. Their Holsteins 
play an important part in the health 
program of the institution.

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Editorial--- 
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Inter-State Shipping Regulations 

Very annoying and confusing to breeders are the 
widely differing regulations in the different states gov- 
erning inter-state shipments of livestock. Commendable 


efforts have been made by the U. S. Livestock Sanitary 


Association, the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association, and 
others, to seek at least regional uniformity. It is recog- 
nized that the problems of “buying” states and “‘selling”’ 
states are quite different. For that reason, complete uni- 
formity is not possible, nor perhaps even desirable. 

Yet in working toward that goal there are some pit- 
falls to be watched. Such effort, even regionally, has a 
tendency to slow the pace to the speed of the most con- 
servative state, and might result in compromises really 
satisfactory to nobody. The eleven Northeast States have 


been quite active in this direction. Probably no two 
states are more widely separated in policy on Bang’s 
control than the adjoining states of Pennsylvania and 
New York. Pennsylvania has been all out for certified 


herds test- and-slaughter; has been reluctant to do much 
with vaccination except in time of trouble. New York, on 
the contrary, has gone all out for calf vaccination. Both 
states are important buying states and neither state 
proposes to be a dumping ground for diseased animals. 
Yet, any uniform rule governing importations would 
seem to require an almost hopeless compromise of the 
regulations when compared to the control methods in 
use within the states. 

Dr. Howe, of New York’s Bureau of Animal Industry, 
called a public hearing in Albany on July 23 to consider 
some changes in the regulations governing importations. 
It was quite well-attended by breeders and cattle dealers. 
Widely varying viewpoints were expressed as between 
cattle dealers and breeders. The former strongly urged 
relaxation of present import rules for Bang’s, to require 
simply a test on the individual within 30 days of ship- 
ment, and another test upon arrival. Able Dr, Asa Winter 
stressed the importance of knowing more about the status 
of the whole herd of origin than this procedure would 
provide. 

The general position of the breeders was that the 
regulations should go even farther than proposed in plac- 
ing reliance on vaccination. The Department had indi- 
cated willingness to permit fairly free movement of 
properly vaccinated animals under 18 months of age 
simply on a vaccination certificate. Breeders urged that 
negative vaccinated animals over 18 months of age be 
given preferred status without restriction as to the health 
record of the herd of origin. 

We antiiipate that as the volume of vahcination in- 
creases and vaccinated animals become more generally 
available, this policy may provide the answer to the prob- 


lem of basic uniformity in inter-state shipping regula- 
tions. 


Taxes on Sales of Purebreds 

Everybody is tax-conscious these days and most 
breeders have probably been following closely the 
articles by tax experts that have appeared in the breed 
publications. In our May 19 issue, we carried an inter- 
pretative article by C. M. Horn, counsel of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. The Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal recently had an article by their counsel reach- 
ing the same conclusions. 

Back in 1943, when the Treasury Department made 
its original ruling in the Dunloggin case, it was gen- 
erally understood that this tax relief considered all 
sales of purebred breeding animals as sales of capital 
assets. The later rulings have limited this treatment to 
animals owned more than six months, and then only to 
such sales as result in decreasing the normal size of the 
herd. This restricted relief is quite disappointing to 
breeders. 

Mr. Horn and Secretary Norton have recently been 
in Washington to discuss this whole matter with officials 
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of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. They are Satisfied 
that it is not possible to secure a change in the inter- 
pretation of the present law (which has just now bee, 
renewed for another year). Relief can evidently pe 
secured only by appropriate changes in the law itself 
when it comes up again for Congressional action. 

Joint effort by all breeders of purebred livestock, 
through their national organizations, should be mobi. 
ized for effective presentation of the purebred cage 
when the proper time arrives. Threre is plenty of meri 
in the purebred position from the angle of encouraging 
more efficient production of dairy and _ livestock 
products. 


Oleo Statement , 


A particularly fine statement on the oleo question 
from the dairyman’s standpoint was made by President 
Moscrip at the recent Board meeting. It was not a 
prepared statement, but rather an _ extemporaneous 
answer to a question which had been raised in a com- 
munication received by Counsel C. M. Horn, and read 
by him to the Board. We commend this to the attep- 
tion of our readers. 

We have also received copy of a pamphlet on oleo, 
recently gotten out by the National Cooperative Milk 
Producers Federation. It answers all of the questions 
being currently raised about regulation and _ taxation 
of oleo. Copies of this pamphlet are available from the 
Federation at 1731 Eye Street Northwest Washington, 
6, D. C. OQur readers are urged to secure copies for 
distribution in their home communities.

The other day in Syracuse, we saw a queue of people 
a block long lined up before one of the stores. Perhaps 
some of them thought they were in line for cigarettes, 
but it proved to be camera film going on sale. We hope 
this may soon be more plentiful so that breeders can re- 
turn to normal programs of keeping an adequate pic- 
torial record of their herds. Good pictures are not only 
satisfying to the owner but are invaluable in sound mer- 
chandising of surplus stock. It’s a job you cannot afford 
to neglect even in these very busy times. 


Receipts and Earnings 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your editorial on the business at Brattleboro, in the 
issue of July 21, when you compare cash receipts with 
disbursements, would make it appear as though the 
earnings of the Association for the first half of 1945 
were in a very satisfactory position. . 

Of course, our financial position is very good and it 
is not even bent, but our net earnings for the first half 
of 1945 are considerably lower than what they were for 
the first half of 1944—$46,225.44 against $65,309.46. 
Our earnings from registration certificates are dowl 
from last year and those on transfers would be down 
were it not for the 50 cents increase under the Osborne 
Resolution. On the expenditure side, they are up some 
$18,000, even without a convention, which saved us 
better than $10,000. Also, if we were able to get the 
men for the Extension Service Department, our expenses 
would run considerably higher. This Department 1s 
runnnig at a yearly rate of about $30,000 under the 
budget. 

We had on hand as of June 30, 1945, $146,510.14 
worth of uncompleted work. If these certificates were 
not issued, then this money would have to be returned 
to the breeders. That is a sizeable liability.

If you .1im to make any success to speak of with them 
cows ya gotta remember first last an’ all tha time thet 
makin’ HAY is tha most important thing yo do on tha 
farm. Tha kind an’ quality o’ yer hay is that difference 
b’tween 350 an’ 450 pounds o’ butierfat. When mi hay 
is ready to cut nothin’ short of a cyclone er a new baby 
could take mi mind off mi work. 

I’ve noticed fer years thet ev’ry high record herd if 
tha United States has extra quality hay an’ then cows er 
jest stuffed with it. That’s tha secret, “‘stuff em with it’’. 
If necessary, feed less silage so they’ll eat more hay. 
Fodder em several times a day. If you’re aimin’ fer a 
herd av’rage b’tween 425 an’ 450 pounds on 2X, you kin 
likely make it this way. But ya gotta have top quality 
hay ’cause tha cows won't eat tha necessary quantity if 
tha hay is poor. 

Agronomy John Magruder of tha University 0’ Mary- 
land says a slight delay in cuttin’ yer hay when it’s ready 
may result in a loss of food value equal to 200 pounds 0” 
high protein concentrate fer each ton o’ hay cured. Mi 
friend Roe McDanolds in New Hampshire made a 13,000 
pound herd av’rage on 2X milking, feedin’ only one 
pound of grain ta ten pounds o’ milk, believe it er not. 
How? why tha AAA circular ’bout his herd says he done 
it with early cut timothy an’ ladino clover. He didn’t 
even open his silo this year, an’ tha timothy-clover mix- 
ture was piled high in front o’ tha cows when I was 
there. That timothy had little short young heads on it 
with leaves extendin’ ’bove tha heads, indicatin’ how 
early it was cut. Ya know timothy is dern good feed fer 
calves too, but only if cut early. I prefer it over alfalfa. 
So does Arthur Danks of New Jersey, an’ Harold Shaw of 
Maine. 

Mi friend Turpin Willis, in Virginia, made over 12,009 
pounds o’ milk and 426 pounds o’ fat, 2X on 75 cows an’ 
he stuffs his cows with all tha green leafy alfalfa they 
kin eat. He has one o’ them forced ventillation barn hay 
driers and some samples o’ his hay has tested over 20% 
protein. 

Instead o’ fishin’, Cy, you’d better spend yer time 
studyin’ how to make tha cows produce more milk. Ya 
know tha old sayin’, ‘“‘Learin’ is like rowin’ upstream,—- 
stop an’ ya drift back’’.

ollege dairy herd from the breed 
sandpoint has not changed materi- 
ally in the past sixty years. 

There was a time, shortly after 
the introduction of ‘“‘pure’’ breeds of 
dairy cattle into the United States, 
when the college dairy herd was 
almost the only source of visual in- 
formation dealing with the character- 
istics of the various breeds. Few 
herds had been established and the 
lack of adequate transportation fa- 
cilities made it practically impossible 
to show students representative indi- 
viduals of the various breeds of dairy 
cattle. These circumstances led to 
the establishment of small herds of 
all the recognized breeds of dairy 
cattle in the dairy barns at most of 
our, agricultural colleges. Regard- 
less of the fact that it should now be 
accepted that good type in one breed 
of dairy cattle is the same as good 
type in the other breeds of dairy cat- 
tle, and that the breeds differ ph'ys- 
ically only in such characteristics as 
color, size and horns (see the unified 
seorecard approved by the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association), many 
dairy husbandry departments still try 
to maintain small herds of all the 
dairy breeds. This is done in the face 
of the fact that in normal times bet- 
ter representative herds of most of 
the breeds are within easy access of 
the students by college bus. In fact, 
inrecent years it has been the prac- 
tice of the teachers of dairy cattle 
judging to take students on extended 
trips, and this has been done largely 
because of the very limited numbers 
of any one breed in the college herd 
aid the low quality of the animals 
Which make up the breed groups at 
host colleges. Yet the most common 
&xcuse for maintaining so many 
breeds of dairy cattle in college 
herds is that all of these dairy breed 
froups are necessary in order that 
ate may .\be taught proper breed 
ype. 

A less freely admitted reason for 
the Maintenance of so many breeds of 
tairy cattle in the college barns is 
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that pressure is exerted by owners of 
the various breeds of dairy cattle to 
have their respective breeds repre- 
sented at the college. The breeders 
may be aided and abetted in this in 
some instances by the various organ- 
ized breeder groups within the states 
who see propaganda value in having 
breed representation in the agricul- 
tural college barn. These same breed- 
er groups, however, are not blind to 
the fact that colleges, generally, are 
not doing a good job of breeding 
dairy cattle, and in some cases they 
urge those in charge of the college 
dairy herds to go out and purchase 
some first-class replacements. It has 
been true in a few cases that breeders 
have been so ashamed of their col- 
lege dairy herds that they have even 
given the college some replacements 
of acceptable type and productive 
ability. 

How often have we heard the ques- 
tion asked, ‘“‘Why can’t our college 
breed good dairy cattle?’’ How sel- 





dom have we been willing to face the 
real reason why! For after all, 
there are some very definite reasons. 

In the first place, most colleges at- 
tempting to carry four or five breeds 
of dairy cattle are forced to limit 
themselves to so few of any one breed 
that a breeding program such as is 
carried on by the leading breeders 
within the respective breeds is not 
possible. There is no leeway in 
sampling bulls. One bull must serve 
the entire breed group for two or 
three years. If he is the wrong bull, 
the herd is wrecked. We know of 
college barns of medium size that are 
housing four or five breeds of dairy 
cattle. What individual breeder of 
registered dairy cattle would attempt 
such a thing? 

Second: Most college dairy de- 
partments are limited as to the funds 
they can spend for herd bulls, and 
while they advocate the use of proved 
sires, they are often forced to use

young unproved bulls simply because 
they must make their funds buy four 
or five bulls instead of the one or two 
that the individual breeder would 
have to buy for a herd made up of a 
single breed. There is neither time 
nor money to make the many trips 
that should be necessary in making 
bull selections for four or five differ- 
ent breeds. Finally, and perhaps as 
important as anything else is the fact 
that in some college dairy depart- 
ments the supervision of the herd ap- 
pears to be incidental and may be 
directed by someone who may not be 
primarily interested in the breeding 
of dairy cattle. Is it any wonder 
that these herds do not make a con- 
tribution in the field of dairy cattle 

breeding? 
What is the solution to the prob- 


lem? What type of program would 
enable agricultural colleges to de- 


velop and demonstrate dependable 
methods for the successful breeding 
of superior herds of dairy cattle? 

First, there should be an elimina- 
tion or a reduction of some of the 
breeds from the average college herd 
in order that sufficient numbers of a 
breed can be carried to provide an 
adequate field for work. There should 
be a definite division of the herd so 
that a part can be used for research 
in nutrition and a part can be used 
for projects in animal breeding. It 
is not often possible to do satis- 
factory research work in either nu- 
trition or animal breeding if the same 
animals are involved in both types 
of research, In fact, such attempts 
may result in inferior work and can 
serve only as the basis for apologies 
for the questionable results often 
obtained. If one breed could be main- 
tained in the experiment station dairy 
barn for fundamental nutrition trials 
and another could be maintained for 
breeding studies, it should be pos- 
sible to do a high grade of research 
work in both fields. Since many state 
experiment stations confine’ their 
dairy research entirely to the field 
of nutrition it would seem equally 
justifiable for some stations to de- 
vote their entire herds to studies in 
dairy cattle breeding. Certainly such 
a policy could be productive of many 
new facts. 

An alternative to the complete 
elimination of one or more ‘reeds 
from the college dairy barn could be 
the maintenance of small display 
groups of all but one of the breeds

desired, and the devotion of the lar- 
ger portion of the barn to one breed. 
Through the maintenance of these 
small display groups of five or six 
real top cows, students who may not 
be familiar with the characteristics 
of the different breeds would always 
have an opportunity to see some es- 
pecially good individuals of each 
breed. This plan would supply a 
much more effective teaching device 
than would the maintenance of larger 
groups of mediocre animals. The cows 
in these small display groups could 
be bred artificially or could be re- 
placed by purchases or by replace- 
ment contracts with breeders, there- 
by eliminating the need of keeping 
a large number of bulls of several 
different breeds. 

A second possibility for the de- 
velopment of breed improvement 
projects lies in the almost untouched 
field of cooperative breeding proj- 
ects between the experiment station 
and the many state-owned institu- 
tional herds that are maintained in 
many of our states. Through the de- 
velopment of breeding programs 
among state institutional herds there 
is at once made available for research 
in dairy cattle breeding what, in 
many states, adds up to the equiv- 
alent of herds of over 1,000 head of 
milking cows with an appropriate 
number of young stock — a herd 
many times larger than can now be 
maintained by an experiment station. 
The possibilities in this field are al- 
most unlimited provided the syirit 
of ‘cooperation is there and the 
proper personnel is available for this 
type of work. 

A third way by which college dairy 
husbandry departments may render a 
real service in the field of dairy cattle 
breeding is through cooperation with 
breed registry organizations in the 
use of the great accumulation of pro- 
duction records that have been gath- 
ered by the organizations for the past 
thirty years. By paralleling the de- 
partment’s breeding program with 
the analysis of the breed organiza- 
tion’s records, may years can be 
clipped off the time required to de- 
velop and test a theory. Such coop- 
eration is possible and the surface of 
the data available from this somrce 
has not yet been scratched. 


There is plenty of room in this 
country for all of our breeds of dairy 
cattle but only under extraordinary 
circumstances is there room for all 
of them in one barn, All of the breeds 
are in greater need of new and more 
dependable methods of breed im- 
provement than they are for repre-

barn. Inferior cattle present a very 
poor sales-talk for any breed. but 
every breed can profit by new and 
helpful facts about dairy cattle breed. 
ing regardless of the color of ‘the 
herd where the facts are discovered. 
Why not have all the breeds working 
together for new truths in animal 
breeding instead of having them com. 
peting against one another for gtap. 
chions or tie-stalls? 

It has long been recognized that 
the breeding of cattle, as an art, has 
been brought to its highest State of 
perfection when handed down ag 4 
heritage from one generation to 
another. The personnel of dairy hus- 
bandry departments must realize that 
the breeding of cattle, as a science 
is also a long-time enterprise and 
that the best in research in this fielg 
will not be brought out until it, too. 
is considered as a heritage that must 
be built on sound theory and then 
passed on without interruption from 
associate to associate just ag the 
great breeding herds should be passed 
on from father to son from genera- 
tion to generation. When this reali- 
zation comes into being, we shall 
see a new day in the field of dairy 
cattle breeding in which the experi- 
ment station and college dairy herd 
will be playing a leading role in the 
breeding of good cattle, and pointing 
the way for dairy cattle breeders to 
improve their herds by sound, tested 
recommendations.

“DE-WATERING” THE 
LANDS 


Dr. W. H. Riddell, well-known in 
the Middle West, Arizona and else- 
where as a dairy husbandry author- 
ity, recently has been immediately 
concerned with water, rather than 
his favorite subject, milk. As United 
States agricultural attache assigned 
to the Hague, Dr. Riddell has re- 
ported that the flooding done by the 
Germans of the Netherlands before 
they were driven out, is now reced- 
ing, and that all the inundated acre- 
age should be available for agricul- 
tural production by April 1946. 

Nearly 600,000 acres, or about 10 
percent of the total farm land of the 
country was submerged, Dr. Riddell 
says, destroying cropland, pastures 
and orchards. The submersion has 
been prolonged by heavy rains, and 
lack of fuel for operating pumping 
machinery, but the rains were bene- 
ficial in reducing the salt in those 
areas which were flooded with sea 
water.

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Drying-Off Cows 
By DR. KENNETH L. TURK, in Dairymen’s League News 


Dairymen frequently encounter dif- 
ficulties in drying-off high producing 
cows for the necessary 6 to 8 weeks’ 


rest period. It is not uncommon to 
have a dairyman point out a cow that 
milks right up to her next freshening, 
and the comment is often given that 
he cannot get her dry. 

It is a well-known fact, but one not 
appreciated by many dairymen, that 
dairy cows will produce considerably 
more milk if they are given a rest 
period of 6 to 8 weeks, rather than 
milked continuously. Cows need to be 
in good condition for the hard work 
of the next lactation, During the peak 
of milk production, high producing 
cows will usually secrete in their milk 
more nutrients than they are able to 
utilize from the feed they consume. 
It is essential, therefore, that they 
have a reserve: fat, minerals, and 
other nutrients in their bodies before 
freshening so that a good level of 
production may be maintained when 
these reserves are being milked off. 

Dry-Off Cows Quickly 

In drying off cows it is essential 

that the job be done as quickly and 


effectively as possible in order not to 
lose any weight. Various methods 
are used in getting cows dry. In the 
past, one of the most common meth- 
ods has been to milk intermittently, 
first changing to once a day, then to 
every other day, etc. Frequently only 
a portion of the milk is removed to 
partly relieve the pressure in the 
udder. And to reduce the stimulus 
for secretion of milk, the grain al- 
lowance is often markedly reduced. 
This procedure, if the grain allow- 
ance is reduced for any length of 
time, tends to defeat the purpose of 
the dry period which is to build up 
body reserves for the next lactation. 
If grain feeding is reduced, it should 
be done only long enough to accom- 
plish its purpose in helping to get the 
cow dry but should not be continued 
long enough for the cow to lose 
weight. Another objection to this 
method of intermittent or incomplete 
milking is that the milk is not nor- 
mal. When milk stays in the udder 
for than its normal length of time, 
its composition is changed consider- 
ably.

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Best Method is to Stop Milking 

About ten years ago, some compre. 
hensive experiments by the late Pro. 
fessor Eckles and co-workers at the 
University of Minnesota, demon. 
strated that the most desirable way 
of drying off cows is to stop milking 
completely, regardless of the amount 
of milk produced. They recommend 
that after the last milking, it is de- 
sirable to carefully wash and dry the 
teats and then dip them in sollodion 
to seal the ends of the teats. This 
will prevent organisms gaining en. 
trance into the udder through the 
streak canal of the teat. These ex. 
periments have shown that cows 
dried off by this method will show 
no ill effects so far as milk produc. 
tion and bacteria content are cop. 
cerned in the subsequent lactation. 

With this method, when the milk 
is not removed from the udder, a 
maximum pressure is soon developed 
causing a cessation of milk secretion 
and resorption of the milk begins, On 
the other hand, if part of the milk is 
removed, the pressure is released and 
the process of milk secretion starts 
all over again. If this process js 
spread out over several days, the 
drying up procedure is just delayed 
that much longer. 

It is always wise, of course, to 
watch the cow closely, and in rare 
cases, it may be advisable to remove 
some milk if the udder swells to any 
great extent. If milk is removed, 
then the udder should be milked 
clean. If a cow is infected with 
mastitis, then this procedure may 
need to be varied somewhat. A com- 
petent veterinarian should be con- 
sulted, and his advice followed in 
drying up cows that have infected 
udders. 


Careful Feeding Helps 


It is not a problem to dry-off most 
cows, but occasionally the persistent 
high producer does cause consider- 
able concern. In our experience, we 
have found that it is desirable to 
start conditioning these cows for sev- 
eral weeks before it is time to stop 
milking them. By shifting to a low 
protein fitting, or dry cow ration, and 
to non-legume hay, the stimulus to 
produce milk will be greatly reduced. 
Then by discontinuing milking 
abruptly, a vast majority of cows can 
be dried up in a very few days and 
without any set-back in their phys- 
ical condition. Cows milking as high 
as 40 pounds per day have been 
successfully dried up in three to four 
days. 

The important thing to remember 
is to get cows dry in time for them to 
have a rest period of 6 to 8 weeks 
and in good physical condition. The 
extra milk produced in the next lac- 
tation will more than pay for the 
trouble.

MORE ABOUT CALF UDDER AS 
MILK FORECAST 

Owing to more inquiries about 
staging demonstrations to teach the 
method of judging future milk ca- 
pacity through calf udder examina- 
tions, I secured a little more detail 
from W. W. Swett, Bureau of Dairy 
Industry, who has been working on 
this system 12 years. As glandular 
formations in the udders of heifer 
calves are found only by hand manip- 
ulation, it cannot be demonstrated to 
a large crowd standing at a distance. 

The progressive stages of glandu- 
lar growth and shape, form and po- 
sition are not uniform in all calves 
because some are retarded or ad- 
vanced for their age. In evaluating 
the future milk capacity of a subject

The same glandular formation is 
found in both sexes at birth but in 
the bull calf it never progresseg pe. 
yond the initial stage and this “‘hol- 
low shell” gland is no more advanced 
except for size, in a 12-year-olq bull 
than it is in a month-old calf. 

By feeling the udder tissue in the 
first stage at 1 month old, a tiny 
threadlike filament or tube can be de. 
tected in each quarter. These are 
nearly parallel to each other ip a 
vertical position. By the end of the 
second month these have widened 
to an oval shape with the axis up and 
down. At 2 to 3 months the glands 
are rounder. At 4 to 6 months the 
front and rear quarters grow toward 
each other and appear to become 
fused to form separate halves at 
each side of the udder. From 6 to 9 
months these halves increase in size 
and become more continuous. 

Observed differepces between the 
external appearance of young heifer 
udders —- good and bad — is largely 
a matter of fatty deposits and may 
thus fail to indicate real worth of a 
dairy heifer as a possible high pro- 
ducer unless accompanied by hand 
manipulation of the tissues to detect 
gland development within. 

It takes a trained observer only 
5 to 10 minutes to go over a calf for 
glandular inspection. In the regular 
tests the summary is made under a 
grading system from 1 to 9 with § 
as the midpoint. But in field prac- 
tice only three classifications are used 
— advanced average and retarded. 

“One who grades his calves for 
berd improvement and a high level 
of production is most interested in 
the tops and bottoms’”’ said Mr. Swett. 
“In buying calves or saving them for 
herd use the top grade is sought but 
if one is culling out his herd, heifers 
with the iow grade will be weeded 
out.” 

In a recent analysis to determine 
the relationship between grades as- 
signed at different ages and the milk 
records on the same animal some in- 
terested data were secured. The av- 
erage mature equivalent production 
of the cows that had received the 
upper grades of 7 8 and 9 when 
calves was some 2500 to 4,000 Ibs. 
greater than those which got below 
average grades of 1, 2 and 3. Results 
show that the most significant grades 
were those assigned when the calves 
were from 3 to 5 months old. The 
real margin of difference between the 
low and high grades was about 3800 
to 3,900 Ibs. average for two breeds. 





ANSWERING MRS. BRAUN’S 
QUERIES 

Dr. Conn sends us the following copy 
of his answer to Mrs. Viola C. Braun of 
Maine, whose letter appeared in our July 
21 issue. 

I have read with considerable in- 
terest your letter written to The Hol- 
stein-Friesian World which appeared 
in the July 21, 1945, issue. 

There is absolutely no reason at 
all why any animal that has been 
vaccinated with Strain 19 vaccine 
should be destroyed or removed from 
the herd simply because it continues 
to react. The fact of the matter is 
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that you are reasonably sure that as 
jong 28 this animal reacts that it has 
jmmunity, at least a certain degree 
of immunity. 

Strange as it may seem, there 
gems to be a lot of difference in the 
results secured by different veterinar- 
jans in vaccinating cattle against 
pang’s disease. We, however, from 
a very extensive experience realize 
that the results in vaccinating 4 to 8 
month old heifer calves are not going 
to be anywhere near 100% effective. 
The effectiveness will depend upon 
several factors the principal ones 
being — 

(1) The viability or condition of 
the vaccine when used. 

(2) Whether or not the heifers 
are exposed at any time to Bang’s 
infection which will improve their 
jmmunity. 

(3 The amount of infection to 
which these animals are exposed af- 
ter they reach maturity and are with 
calf. 

For the past 15 years it has been 
our contention that the principal dif- 
fculty with the development of a 
practical Bang’s disease control pro- 
gram is the fact that officials still 
insist on giving almost 100% credit 
to any results secured by the Bang’s 
test for diagnostic purposes and our 
experience and the records show 
very definitely that it is probably 
not over 22 or 25 per cent effective. 
If you will refer to my article in 
March, dealing with the blood test 
made on the Newton, Kansas, cattle, 
you will get some idea of the effect- 
iveness of this test and how little it 
means in individual cases. 

It is quite likely that where young 
heifers are not exposed to a consid- 
erable amount of infection after they 
are vaccinated, up until maturity at 


least, that many of them should 
later on be vaccinated against 
Bang’s in order to establish more 


immunity which has probably been 
greatly reduced, if mot entirely lost. 
In our experience and from every- 
thing we have been able to learn and 
observe we favor the vaccination of 
much older calves than 4 to 8 months 
old. The fact is we feel we get much 
better results in vaccinating adult or 
sexually mature females.

WANT A 500-POUND DAIRY 
HERD 


In one of the recent issues of an 
agricultural paper of large circula- 
tion in the Plains States and the 
Midwest we read with pleasure about 
one of our Minnesota Holstein 
breeders. He is Clarence Titrud of 
Clarissa, in Todd County. We pass 
along these suggestions which have 
elabled Mr. Titrud to maintain a 
§-year average of 500 Ibs. on his 
20-cow herd (DHIA records). 

“i Titrud’s herd, started by 
his father, M. O. Titrud, was built 
up by testing, weeding, use of pro- 
duction-bred bulls. 

2. Clarence Titrud now relies on 
brome-alfalfa mixture and rotation 
grazing for summer-long, high-pro- 
tein pasture. There is a permanent 
blue-grass pasture of 8 to-10 acres. 
Two small fields of alfalfa-brome 


adjoin it. Cows stay on bluegrass 
all the time, but eat down one 
brome-legume field, then the other. 
Both remain tender and nutritious 
that way. Fifteen acres of the mix 
and the field of bluegrass carry 
the cow herd, 8 heifers and 4 horses. 

3. Only alfalfa hay is used. It 
is cut when one tenth in bloom, so 
protein content is high, and is 
cured to preserve maximum protein 
and vitamins. 

4. Cows get a 6—8-week rest 
between lactations. The first 5 
weeks they are fed 8 to 10 pounds of 
grain daily. Fat they put on then 
goes into the milk pail, and elimin- 
ates necessity for heavy feeding 
while in milk. 

5. Cows are given only a mod- 


erate feed of grain and they never 
get protein supplement. Those milk- 
ing 50 to 60 pounds receive 10 
pounds of grain daily, an occasional 
cow gets up to 13 pounds. 

The herd formerly was crowded 
harder than now. That was stopped 
because of udder trouble. Silage is 
held to 25 pounds a cow daily so 
animals will eat enough alfalfa to 
meet their protein requirements. 

6. Cows are fed exactly at 6:30 
night and morning, milking starts 
when feed is eaten, and cows are 
milked exactly in the same order 
each time. 

All that too much trouble? That 
depends on how much you want a 
500-pound herd.”

The 
oldest one, Pabst Burke Cascader 
Bess, (freshened last Npvember) go- 
ing at a rate of 760 lbs. of fat as a 
junior two-year-old on three-time. 
Her dam made 558 lbs. of fat as a 
junior two-year-old on four-time. 
His daughters are bred mostly to 
Pabst Roamer and Pabst Regal, his 
sons, and some are bred to Pabst 
Barta Prilly Wayne. We have sold 
over 60 of his sons into other herds. 

“The sons we are keeping are 
Pabst Roamer and Pabst Regal about 
whom the public knows something 
from our advertising. We have 20 
cows in calf to Burke and hope to 
secure other herd sires for our own 
use from them. 

“My trip to Ogden in December 
1940 brought out. the fact that he 
was doing a good job in transmitting 
good type as well as high produc- 
tion and high test. Here was a good 
chance to look over his daughters in 
their working clothes and in the same 
yard with them look over their dams 
and see what he had done in improv- 
ing the type of the daughters over 
that of the dams. I recall that there 
were in the one yard eleven of his 
daughters and their dams were in 
the same yard with them. As they 
were shown to me, I counted on my 
fingers in my overcoat pockets the 
number of daughters that had bet- 
ter udders than their dams and the 
lumber that had udders not as good 
as the dams. I recall that the score 
Was nine with improved udders and 
two that were not improved over that 
of the dams, which I thought a re- 
markably good score. Bill Walker, 
who is responsible for the develop- 
ment of Burke and the records and 
classifications of his daughters, 
showed me many other Burke off- 
spring in the surrounding country. 

“In November of 1941 another 
visit Was paid to the School and many 
things checked. It was even more 


convincing than the first visit, as 
Burke’s daughters were older and 
some of his inbred offspring could 
be seen. The excellence of these 
inbred offspring and the fact that 
they were secured without any red 
color appearing or any lethal factors 
or any of the other undesirables that 
sometime show up when inbreeding 
is carried on in some strains, made 
him look very desirable. Our herd is 
free from these factors as far as we 
know and we wished to keep it that 
way. Arrangements were made for 
his purchase and he was shipped to 
Pabst Farms in December along with 
five of his daughters purchased also. 

“From a type standpoint my im- 
pressions received in Utah and con- 
firmed by our own experiences since 
he has been here are that he trans-

pounds and a production of 4% mil- 
jion to 4% million pounds. Today 
we have a plant capacity of a billion 
and a quarter and it appears that we 
may soon reach capacity production. 
We are all tremendously interested in 
marketing and maintaining a reason- 
able price for dried solids, because if 
you can keep that price high enough 
you can return to the dairyman a rea- 
sonable return for his 100 pounds of 
milk and still keep your price of fat 
lower and be able to compete more 
nearly with the substitutes. The case 
isn’t hopeless. 

This year we are going to put out 
something over 400,000,000 pounds 
of dried whole milk. There is a tre- 
mendous market possibility there, 
but the members of the industry 
themselves are the ones who have to 
pull themselves out of this. In this 
subsidy thing there is no industry 
to my knowledge that faces the situ- 
ation that we face in the post-war pe- 
riod. Suppose the props are pulled 
out from under us with the subsidy? 
I attended in St. Paul in September 
a meeting of the two executive com- 
mittees of the grocers’ associations 
that are handling milk in the Twin 
Cities. There were about twenty 
men from those two groups, their 
committeemen, their presidents, their 
secretaries, and so on. After they 
had had their say on the price of 
milk, I asked them how many of 
them know that the taxpayer is 
paying 1%, cents on every quart of 
milk they sell in the Twin Cities. Not 
one of them knew anything about 
it. The next question was, how many 
know that the taxpayer is paying 15 
cents on every pound of butter. Not 
one of them knew. There is not one 
consumer in 10,000 who knows any- 
thing about it. 

Suppose the subsidy is taken off 
and we have to go up on the door- 
step, figuratively speaking, with the 
milkman the next morning and say 
to the housewife, ‘““‘We have to raise 
the price of milk a cent or two cents 
and that we have to raise the price 
of butter. Under the new measure 
the subsidy on butter can well go to 
slightly over 20 cents this winter, 
and we have to raise the price of 


butter 15 or 20 cents.”” She would 
say, “I only paid so much during the 
war.” What industry is facing that 


sort of situation? No other that I 
know anything about. I am telling 
you gentlemen that you may need 
a committee to represent this organi- 
zation, but certainly we do need to 
go back to our localities and to tell 
this story as it is and to urge the 
People whom we represent to get be- 
hind these various groups I have 
mentioned, in meeting this challenge 
of the oleo people and the substitutes 
and the situation that we face in the 
post-war period.

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Sulfonamides for Mastitis Elimin ation 


ics letin No. 884, issued De- 
Techni eg United States Depart- 
t of Agriculture, is entitled “A Study 
if the Effectivveness — of Sulfonamide 
preparations in the Elimination of Bo- 
‘ne Mastitis’’. It covers extensive ex- 
vimentation by Bureau of Dairy In- 
ust specialists, with voluminous cita- 
ons of literature on the subject. We 
present here only the summary and con- 
susions. Complete copies of the bulle- 
tin may be secured in the usual way. | 
“Because mastitis interferes with 
milk secretion its control is of great 
importance, especially in wartime 
yhen there is need for increased 
quantities of dairy products to meet 
the demand. 

During the first 10 months of a 
study of the eradication and control 
of mastitis in the herd of the Bureau 
of Dairy Industry at Beltsville, Md., 
61 of 176 cows studied were found 
by bacteriological tests of milk 
samples to be infected in one or more 
quarters of the udder. There were 
134 infected quarters — an average 
of 2.2 quarters to each infected ud- 
der Of the 134 infected quarters 
72.4 percent contained streptococci, 
90 percent staphylococci, 14.2 per- 
cent Pseudomonas aeruginosa, and 
45 percent coliform bacteria. 

One hundred twenty-five infected 
quarters received treatment with sul- 
fanilamide-in-oil (S) and _ sulfadia- 
zine-in-oil (SD), singly and in com- 
bination. The organisms were elim- 
inated from 80.22 percent of quar- 
ters infected with streptococcit 90.00 
percent of those infected with staphy- 
lococci, 55.55 percet of those contain- 
ing Pseudomonas aeruginosa, and 
85.33 percent of those infected with 
coliform bacteria. For all types of 
infections the effectiveness was 77.60 
rercent. 

Of all the quarters that became 

cleared of infection as a result of 
treatment, none of those infected 
with staphylococci, pseudomonas 
organisms, or coliform bacteria per- 
sisted beyond the third treatment, 
although several of the streptococcal 
infections responded to later injec- 
tions. For all types of infections 
67.01 percent of all the quarters that 
became cleared repsonded to the first 
treatment, 86.60 percent responded 
as a result of two treatments, and 
93.81 percent as a result of three 
treatments. Despite the low effec- 
tiveness of the sulfonamide prepara- 
tions used in treating pseudomonas 
organisms, 90 percent of the quar- 
ters that were cleared responded to 
the first treatment. Apparently this 
organism is destroyed easily or else 
with difficulty. : 
Hot water fomentations were used 
In conjunction with sulfonamide in- 
jections in a number of the more 
fersistent cases.

Preparations containing sulfadia- 
zine were very highly effective in 
treating quarters infected with sta- 
phylococci and coliform bacteria. 

Unfavorable reactions to sulfona- 
mide injections were extremely rare; 
in fact almost nonexistent. The 
preparations containing sulfadiazine 
did not cause the formation of curds 
with resulting teat occulsion, a con- 
dition reported by others (11) in 
connection with the use of sulfathia- 
zole. 

In the treatment of 14 quarters 


affected with acute mastitis of vary- 
ing degrees of severity, 9 (64.3 per- 
cent) were cleared of infection. All 
4 of the infecting organisms on which 
the results of this study are based 
were present in one or more of these 
acute mastitis cases which responded 
to treatment. Pseudomonas infec- 
tions were responsible for a high per- 
centage of the acute cases of mastitis 
in this herd during the period cov- 
ered by the summary. The effective- 
ness of sulfonamide therapy was par- 
ticularly low in treating acute cases 
involving pseudomonas infections.

HERD CLASSIFICATION

THE DAIRY SITUATION 


A record rate of milk production is 
in prospect in 1945, and milk produc- 
tion is likely to continue at a high 
level in 1946, if average or better? 
than-average weather prevails, Milk 
cow numbers will probably continue 
at or near an all-time high, and unit 
returns for dairy products through 
the first quarter of 1946, because of 
dairy production payments, will be 
higher than in 1944. 

Milk production on farms during 
May was 12.6 billion pounds, and all- 
time high, 6 percent above May 1944. 
Milk production per cow in herds of 
crop correspondents on June 1, was 
also at an all-time high of 18.64 lbs. 
per cow milked, although the per- 
centage of cows milked was below 
average. Liberal grain feeding and 
above-average pasture conditions 
were responsible for the high level of 
production per cow. For the first 5 
months of 1945, milk production on 
farms totaled 50.9 billion pounds, 
1.7 billion pounds above the same pe- 
riod of 1944. Total milk production 
for 1945 probably will be between 
120 and 122 billion pounds, depend- 
ing on weather, compared with 119 


of butter have remained unchanged 
at ceiling levels for 18 months, and 
prices of Cheddar cheese have been 
unchanged for 32 months. However, 
the dairy products-feed price rela- 
tionships will continue favorable for 
the dairy enterprise well into 1946, 
partly because of high dairy produc- 
tion payment rates. 


With milk production at a record 
level, April output of manufactured 
whole milk products was at or near 
an all-time high. Dried whole milk 
. production, at 23 million pounds, was 
more than fifteen times the April 
1935-39 average, and was greater 
than the average yearly output be- 
fore the war. Evaporated milk pro- 
duction at 387 billion pounds, exceed- 
ed that of any previous April, and 
was 23 percent above the 1944 out- 
put. Cheddar cheese production of 
82 million pounds was second onl3 
to the 92 million pounds produced in 
April 1942, and was 18 percent above 
last year’s April level. 


Creamery butter production in 
April was 6 percent below that of 
last year. Output for the first 4 
months of 1945 was at an annual rate 
of about 1,450 million pounds. By 


Cheddar are permitted to produce up 
to 110 percent of output in April- 
June 1942, in contrast to the 100 
percent limitation in effect earlier. 
This order (WFO-92) was further 
amended, effective June 8, suspend- 
ing all production limitation through 
July 15. (3) Market agents, effective 
April 1 for an indefinite period were 
given wider latitude in adjusting 
fluid milk sales quotas under WFO 
79. Quotas on sales of butterfat in 
fluid cream for May and June were 
relaxed so that the _ distributors 
could use 100 percent of the base, 
June 1943 sales. 


Set-asides, however, were increased 
in June, as a result of seasonally in- 
creased production of manufactured 
dairy products,.and also because of 
higher noncivilian requirements this 
year than last. Creamery butter op- 
erators are required to set aside 55 
percent of their June production and 
50 percent of their July output, for 
sales to designated governmental 
agencies. The Cheddar cheese set- 
aside for June was set at 70 percent.

Cow Sale 


Reprinted with permission from. the 
June 1945 issue of ‘“‘Philosopher’’, pub- 
lished by Kalamazoo Vegetable Parch- 


ment Co. It was written by Glenn Ste- 
wart, son-in-law of Harry M. Wood, Del- 
evan, Ill., whose sale on May 19, 1945, 
the story describes. 

Our favorite farmer ended one 
chapter and started a new one last 
week. For more than 30 years he 
had been building up a Holstein herd 
until it was one of the top small 
herds in the country for health, 
breeding, and all-round quality. 

Through a Bang’s epidemic that 
had nearly wiped it out, through the 
unending gamble of blood lines. 
through low prices, the problems of 
help and feed, weather and housing, 
he had built it up until it was a part 
of his life. 

Now, it was being sold. He was 
lcsing his herdsman, and the army 
was taking too many more to make it 
worthwhile to struggle along with 
poor and uncertain and costly help. 
Besides, it has been a good job, well 


done. Not a gold mine, to be sure, 
but a way of life. The good, the 
wholesome, the deeply satisfactory 


way of life that comes to those who 
love the animals and the soil. 

An experienced manager of sales 
had been brought in. The sale had 
been well-advertised. There were 

















buyers from five States. The animals 
were not show cattle in the literal 
sense, though plenty of them would 
have taken prizes. As the auctioneer 
kept repeating, “‘This man breeds for 
udders”’. Their production record 
was high. They were the king of 
cows a man buys who wants milk, lots 
of milk, and high in fat. 

A big tent had been erected, and 
its 300 chairs were filled, In front 
of the auctioneer’s platform, a saw- 
dust ring had been laid. The cows 
were led in one side and out the 
other, when sold. They had literally 
been slept with the last few weeks 
were slicked up like a million dol. 
lars. A fitter of show cattle had come 
in two weeks before to school the an- 
imals, teach them to lead, doll up 
their best features. 

Three auctioneers worked the gale. 
cone who did the actual crying and 
selling, two others, ‘“‘call men” who 
scanned the audience and _ passed 
along the bids to the head acutioneer, 
Bidding was often done by a mere 
raising of the finger, or eyebrow, so 
that others might not know who it 
was.

Bids were 
fying back and forth like a shuttle- 
cock. She brought $500. This farmer 
was laughing about it the next day 
when he came with his truck to pick 
up his purchase. “I sure did want 
that calf.’ he said, ‘‘but she was too 
rich for me. Why, I about fell off my 
chair when I heard myself saying 
$405.00. I said “Gosh, is this me!”’ 

Our favorite farmer was well- 
pleased with the sale. Some animals 
brought less than he thought they 
were worth, some brought more, but 
the general average was very good. 
When we left him a day later, all 
the animals had been taken away ex- 
cept three. They would be going out 
before night. He is bringing in a 
carload of beef calves to take their 
place. They require much less atten- 
tion. 


It will be a long time before those 
empty stanchions fail to bring a lump 
in his throat. So if you find him out 
behind the barn some morning, hav- 
ing a good cry, don’t rub it in. It is 
not easy to end a chapter that began 
half a life time ago.

STATUS OF PUREBRED 
DAIRY CATTLE IN 
FRIESLAND, NETH. 

ERLANDS 

The dairy herds in Friesland, 

Netherlands, have come through the 
Ger man occupation practically yp. 
scathed, according to preliminary in- 
formation just received. Except for 
watersoaked pastures, the Province 
of Friesland, which is the home of 
the famous black and white Friegep 
cattle, showed relatively few gears 
of war when visited in early May. 
Observations made of the Friesian 
Herd Book Society (Friesch Rundvee 
Stambock) revealed that there had 
been no reduction in Herd Book cat- 
tle from pre-war years and the figures 
suggested a slight increase. Further. 
more, it was estimated that the total] 
dairy cattle population (Herd Book 
cattle and non-registered) for Fries- 
land was down about 10 percent. In 
fact, the dairy cattle situation in that 
province seemed little affected by the 
war and breeders were anticipating 
the shipment of cattle to other see- 
tions of the Netherlands where more 
severe reduction had occurred. The 
failure of transport in the final years 
of the German occupation was an im- 
portant factor in retaining dairy cat- 
tle numbers in Friesland. 

A reduction in staff at the Herd 
Book headquarters during the last 
year of occupation, lack of sulphuric 
acid for testing and limited trans- 
portation have seriously handicapped 
the work of the association. Asa 
result records of the Herd Book for 
the past few months were consider- 
ably behind. 


It was estimated that herd produc- 
tion was down 20 to 25 percent be- 
cause of lack of grain and concen- 
trate feeds. The cattle observed may 
not have been in as good flesh as in 
pre-war years, but they appeared in 
good thrifty condition such as would 
be observed in any well-managed 
dairy herd in America. While herds 
of the black and white Friesch cat- 
tle dotted the landscape at the end 
of the first week in May when ob- 
served, all herds were not on pasture. 
At that time the weather was cold 
and wet and the dairy farmer with 
feed available was still stall-feeding 
his cows. In Friesland the practice 
is followed of stabling the cows about 
the middle of October and keeping 
them in he barn, without turning out, 
until the following April or early 
May. 

Herds observed showed a _ higher 
percentage of stock under 3 years 
than commonly observed and maxi 
mum age was about 6 years. Older 
cows have been slaughtered or sold 


to the Germans, along with lower 
grade stock. The average of all

LT. JOHNSTONE ESCAPED 

Lt. Howard Johnstone, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. R. C. Johnstone, Wamego, 
Kansas, came home from overseas 
in April, after having been reported 
missing last winter. A prisoner of 
the Germans, he was sent to a camp 
in Poland, where after three weeks 
the 1400 officer-prisoners there were 
started on a march to Germany ahead 
of the advancing Russian armies. It 
was very cold, the Germans made no 
pretense of feeding the prisoners, 
and they marched about 10 miles a 
day. Red Cross boxes received be- 
fore the march began kept many of 
them from starvation. The group 
bedded down nights at farmsteads 
along the route, and Lt. Johnstone 
always went to the barn where he 
mew the animals would provide some 
warmth. 

After ten days of marching John- 
stone decided he wasn’t going any 
further into Germany, and he hid 
utin a barn where he remained for 
2 days. He had nothing left to eat, 
so every night around midnight he 
tame out of the hay and milked one 
of the cows (Holsteins) tied in the 
tan, He lived on milk alone for 32 
days. By that time the German army 
had moved out and the Polish army 
had taken over, so he was able to 
make himself known. Then began 
a hitch-hiking tour through Poland 
to Odessa and Naples, and home. 

Johnstone arrived back in Kansas 
for a 60-day leave in April, and is 
how at Little Rock, Ark. He is eager 
0 be discharged and return home to 
his farming and his Holsteins.
